The book t5 "Where Hic Wild Tilings 
Ar«/' by author- artist Maurice Sendak^ and the Wild Things ore huge 
bizarre c rent u res who gnash their teeth and roN their eyes qnd show 
their terrible claws. But are the children scared? Nat at alL Thousdiids 
of Maurice Sendak's delighted child fans have writl-en to tell him 
how much they love the story of Max and his fantasy journey to the 
land of these monsters. 

Bom in Brooklyn, New York, m 1928, Maurice Sendok was the 
youngest ai three children, AU the family, especially his Polish fotfier, 
were great story-tellers. Maurice studied art^ beciame o display assrs- 
tont in 0 New York toy stofo^ went on to d lustra ting other people's 
books, then to writing ond illustrating his own. 

His books derive from his childhood memories and his obser- 
votioits of how most children behove — not sweetly ond obediently but 
like little monsters. 

Max, the hero of "Where the Wild Things Arc," is typicoUy 
'naughty. He puts on his Wolf suit, gets into mischief, and is sent to

Maurice Sendak believes that children like the Wild Things 
because their world represents a hoven where they con work out 
conflicts and frustrations. He said, "It's as though Max locates o 
ploce to which they con go when they wont to blow thar tops/' But, 
like all M our ice Sendak's books, "Where the Wild Things Are'' hos a 
happy ending. ''My aim is tn make children happy.

Keeping 
alouf iinlii the dtfeated strikers had dis- 
solved into a rabble, he created an orgartisa- 
tion out of chao4, and eventually, wfth the 
pniwer of the unioo behind him, was elected 
to Parliament.

In Looktown, North Queensland^ stands 
a mdnmnait lo tlie meinory of a woman 
whoMe pathetic death k tine of the most 
sorrowful events in Australian history. 

Mary Beatrice Watson^ her husband, and 
baby were hvlng on Li^rd fslanij, near 
QrHiktown. Her husband, a bochc-de-mcr 
trader, was absent for a few weeks tratabiish- 
in^ a new fishing statictn 200 niile^i north, 
when on September 27 a band of wdd 
Aborigine attacked the Watsoa home. 

Mrs. Watson, armed with i rifle, drove 
off the attackers, but not before they had 
killed one of two Qiitiejle servants and 
wounded the second one. Fearful of a 
further attack^ Mrs. Watson took her baby 
and the wounded Chinf^ and put off in 
portion of an iron tank, hoping to drift to 
some safer spot 

In five days, the wayfarera had uavclled 
42 mites. From time to time they landed 
on small ijslancii, without finding what they 
H'anted » badly — ^watcr. 

On flowtck Island, all Lhrec died of thhst.

Michaeimas Island, the ntirLhem of two 
islands Weltering the eiu^tem approach lo 
King George Sound, in the south of Western 
Australia^ was discovered on Michaelmat 
E^y by Captain George Vancouver. 

1825 Bush Ijia, New Norfolk^ licensed. 

The licensing coica in Tasmania issued » 
licence to Ann Bridget for the Bush hm 
(now the Bush Hotel) at New Norfolk, 
which ttjday ranks as the oldest continuing 
licensed bouse in Australia. 

The sylvan ^ting of the Bmh hsa 
inspired Wdliam Vincent Wallace |o write 
the mtuic of "Scenes That Are Brightest** 
for Ms opera ""Maritana*^ in 1838.

Goodbyes to friends 

f fere J for a few montbii, we 
lived in a house, A nicPn lolid 
timber house with a gard<m.

On wet days Td watch the 
rain thrrjiiRh the white taee^:ur- 
lained windows, but already the 
cndlcsis road wa!^ moving through 
the itiwTi, goitjg westward.

The road moved on through 
new tobacco - farming arcajif, 
through lonely, treeless plains 
wberr difiijoc* howled and tbt;

stunted trees, and big brown tini- 
hi Ik filled the landscape. At hr^i 
it seemed dreary^ with no hills, 
mctontairtK, Of rivefii, only red- 
brown ant-bedjf as far a.-? the eye 
could see. 

Btu smiii^nif C3(plained thai 
thes^! were really wonderful 
cajtlcs full of tttnneli^ wher?* 
lived queens, workers, and soldier 
nnlj.

We camped by streams and 
rivers, In ahady pastures, or by

H«re our road ended* Our 
gipsy life was over, ajid we be* 
catue nQEmaJ^ evEiyday people 
livin-^ m solid,, ^y-pu( hmucs. 

When I married, my roots went 
down 5tj deeply that no one has 
been able to persuade nie to go 
on a camping holiday. I don't 
want ID ]s;et away from it all. 1 
want io stay with it, in my solid 
house, with its electricity^ white 
lace ciirlau:i.if, garden, and snme- 
times lijiien to the dancing of the 
raindrop!^ on our iron roof, the 
pweetest lullaby I know, 

Yet, as we drive over the old 
roadji it is with a seaie of pride 
I teU my huiiband and cJiildren, 
"These were the foadu our 
people built when 1 vmx a i:hild, 
and this patch was once my home, 
where our loitf rrarted a while." 

For most of ux therc> a track 
winding batk throuijh chiJdhoofL 
Perhaps Jts a path llirouf^h gum 
trees or w^a tries, throui^ snow 
bet Vr ecu pane trees, or evTcii aver 
SAiid and spinifex.

IT took Mrs. J. B. Suttor about fwo months to 
find this solidly built brick house ot Woh- 
roongOi N S.W., with its wide veran<Jos arni 
spocious rooms. An etiiro three- rcx>med building 
at the rear — - originally stables ond grooms' 
quarters — provided workshops for Mr Suttor and 
the sons of the family. 

There were even two kitchens. The Suttors 
modernised one and turned the other rntq a 
comfottobie family room. 

"We wanted a lorge house/' so id Mrs. Suttor, 
"wfth pienty of space for our four growing sons, 
and preferobfy with oil the rooms on one floor. 
I think o one-storeyed house is easier to mo nog e 
thon Q two-storeyed one/^ 

Altbough the 90-veor-old house was basically 
well designed and in reasonoble order, the 
Suttors worked hard to moke it brighter and 
better suited to their needs. 

They retoined the moulded pressed metol ceil- 
I rigs J but replaced or repot nted interior walls and 
mode several structural Qlterotions. A iarge bed- 
room, for exomple, become the dining-room, with 
port of one wo 11 removed and replaced by wooden 
doors to lir>k it Wfth the sitting-room. 

Then, to open up the dining-room to a sunny, 
side potio, they replaced a half timber and gloss 
door in the outer woi* with gloss doors fionked 
by large windows. They lowered the patio's brick 
woll^ copped it with stone, and s^jbstftuted cream 
ond terrocotto tries for the worn flog stones on the 
floor. 

"The boys were a great help/' soid Mrs, 
Sirttor, "They did most of the fetching and 
carrying. The house is morveJfous for entertaining 
now when we hove our own or their friends. 
There's q direct woPk through from sitting- room 
to dinir^-room to potio and thence out to the 
wide sweeping Jawns at the stde of the house." 

Few o Iterations were needed in the beouti- 
fulJy proportioned sitting-room. The cornice of 
one end was moved forward to take concealed 
strip tight inq and on ugly northern window was 
converted to o decorative cabinet with the window 
forming a gloss bock. 

"We tliought we should retain the window 
because every ray of northern light is precious/' 
Mrs. Syttor said. 

The Suttors olso stripped down the block 
wooden mantelpiece above the open fireploce, 
pointed it white, and added □ marble base. 

A favorite room^ especioHy in winter, is the 
cosy study with its open fireploce, built-in book- 
shelves, biar, televfsion set, arid stereogram. Music 
from the stereogrom is piped right through the 
house even to poHo and kitchen, 

*The study was verv drouphty/' said Mrs, 
Suttor. "So we repioced the rattly cosement win- 
dows with solid gloss — - vent i lotion is provided 
by o chute in the floor neor the fireplace — and

the bodly fitting doors into the holl gnd sitting- 
room with gJoss sliding doors. And we stripped 
off the varnish from the woodwork and pickled 
it a dork green. We did the some to the woodwork 
in the holl." 

Mrs. Suttor also pickled most of . her bedroom 
furniture a soft pink to blend with the pink orwJ 
liloc tones of the bedspr^d ond choir covers. 

Mr Suttor opened up the main bedroom to 
the pot*o with gloss dtMrs, substituted built-in 
wardrobes for a fireploce, ond built □ desk ond 
dressing -table in twp charming alcoves. In the 
adjoining bathroom he blocked up o window 
overlooking the patio and added pot-plant shelves 
cut from on oid marble woshstand.
